The New Mexico Institution for 

the education of the deaf and blind, 
under the faithful guidance of 
Prof. I.. M. Larson, is dOiUgagOOd 

and noble work and the public as 
large should know more of its 
effort! in educating these unlor 
tiinate children of our territory. 

It is an institution that should be 
more liberally supported and more 
encouraged, as an; other like 
schools throughout the country. 

According to our principles of 

eovernu.cnt, every child is entitled 
to an educational the expense of 
the stale or territory. Neither 
deafness D01 blindness debars the 
child ol' this privilege. 
At present there axe sixteen 

pupils receiving an education in 
this school, according to the 
amount of the appropriation. The 

building is filled to its utmost and 

a great many are kept out, on ac- 
count of Ihe number being limited, 
and also on account of so many 
loo poor to send their chil- 
dren to school. 

There are in this territory about 
seventy -five blind and 12.5 deaf 
children of school age, and only 
this small number receiving the 
benefits to which all are entitled. 
Does it not seem as though more 
ill teres! should taken for the edu- 
n of these children who can 
not attend the public schools ? 

As yet there has been no provi- 
sion made for i nd list rial instruction, 
whieh is so much needed for the 
pupils in after school life in order 
that they may earn their living. 
As il is now they are only a burden 
and care to their family friends, 
ami all aboul them. A printing 
shop for th<' deaf and a broom work 
shop for the blind are much need- 
ed. 

It is a realized fad that the 
school has very limited accom- 
modations, ami, in fact, poor 
quarters for the officers and pupils 

in I he present building. 

The order of inst ruction used in 

the deaf department is known as 

the "American Eclectic System," 
divided into t wo methods, the sign 
and the oral. The foi met- method 
is in care of Prof. Larson, anil 
marked progress is being made

The blind department, which is 

in oharge of Miss Wright, has but 

five pupils. The Wail point system 

I and Hie pupils are making 

rapid progress In all their studies. 

The teacher has at her own expense 
started the class in bead work, there 

being no other way of teaching 

hand work of any kind. The blind 
provided with their books by 
the American printing house for the 
blind. 

The school physiean in his bien- 
nial report says : "The health of 
the pupils has been good, with but 
little sickness and nothing of a 
contagious nature, which Is largely 

due, I am certain, to the clean
